Officer* are investigating the find- 


ing in a cornfield at Hanover on Sat- 
urday, of th'e body of a well-developed 
male child prematurely born. The 
body was wrapped in a piece of cloth 
and severe) newspapeie. One of these 
was, a Hanover paper bearing the date 
•2jtov. 9, 1920, and the other a Phila- 
delphia newspaptr of Aug. 16, last. 
Apparently an effort was Made to 
cremate the body for the papers were 
slightly burned and a hole had been 
burned in the cjoth^in which the in- 
fant was placed. The right shoulder 
of the baby and part of the back 
were slightly burned. It ist presumed 
that when the flames reached the 
cloth, which was no doubt damp from 
ite contact with the new-born child, 
they died out and the work of crema- 
tion was halted. 


The littte body was founcj by a 


small boy, Gerald Lippy, aged about 
8 years. He reported his find to Jus- 
tice Sell, who notified District Attor- 
ney Rochow, who immediately notified 
Coroner McCpnkey and directed that 
an investigation be made. The Coro- 
ner came to Hanover Saturday after- 
jnoon arid took pc-ssessionof the body. 
'On Saturday, CoronJer McConkey em- 
panelled a. jury to hear whatever tes- 
timony other evidence might be pro- 
duced to balp clear the mystery. The 
next meeting of 'the jury will be held 
at, the call of Foreman J. Irvine Tho- 
mas. Following the empanelling of 
the jury a post-mortem -was conducted 
by Dr. Rot-art L. Ellis, pathologist of 
the York hospital. In his opinion, the 
child was dead when, fcorn. - Tests 
made failed to show ally air on its 
lungs.

FIGHT IN GETTYSBURG 


Because his two pals, a man and a 


wtman, said that he was "yellow" and 
had lost his. nerve, Earl Garrett, one 
of a party of three believed to have 
robbed the Hilton post office near 
Rochester, N. Y., was dumped on the 
streets of Gettysburg early Friday 
morning, from a Hudson sedan. Ac- 
companying Garrett in his unconven- 
tional descent from the car was Rob- 
ert Conklin, driver, who for three days 
had driven the party of alleged burg- 
lars from Rochester* to Gettysburg. 
This situation is described by Conk- 
lin himself who is responsible for the 
fact that Garrett is now in the Adams 
county jail and that private William 
Lewis, a membsr of the state constab- 
ulary 
detachment, 
Gettysburg, 
is 


working on the case to substantiate 
the story of Conklin. 


About three days previous, accord- 


ing to Conklin, he was approached in 
Rochester by two men, Earl Garrett 
and Charles Duffy, and a woman, Peg- 
gy Harris, and hired ostensibly for a 
pleasure trip. In a short time, how- 
ever, Conklin says he found out that 
he had joined a band of thieves who 
went to Hilton and broke into the 
post office. After driving thru New 
York and Pennsylvania the party ar- 
rived in Gettysburg where a quarrel 
arose between the two alleged crooks. 
As the result Garrett was flung from 
the sedan closely followed by Conklin 
himself. Duffy

Peggy Harris 


then continued on their way. Conklin 
immediately told his story to Troop- 
er Lewi's. It is believed that the two 
men and woman are wanted for rob- 
bery in many other towns besides 
Hilton.

sills, and almost every other available 
vacant place in the room. Flowers!— 
there were alters, phlox, gladioli, peo 
nies, poppies, and I can't remember 
the names of them all, but they were 
there. Taken right from the garden, 
having a fragrance that gave the room 
tropical colors, and filled it with mar- 
velously delightful perfumes. 
It was 


a very pretty sight. Then I went out 
into^he garden and took a photo of it. 
ft was simply wonderful. I asked the 
good lady how she managed It. 
She 


said she had always been fond of flow- 
ers. 
In her old home, in one of the 


central states, she carried on garden 
horticulture, and bad been acknowl- 
edged successful. "But my!" she said, 
"I never got such bloom, and such a 
variety as I do here." 
She admitted 


it was a lot of work, the watering, the 
weeding, the hoeing, but such work 
was a pleasure.

Mixture of Corn, Oats and Bran la Sat- 


isfactory When Flock Is Rather 


Thin in Condition—Exercise Is 


Important. 


Flockmaslers are urged to see that 


their breeding ewes are receiving the 
proper kind of attention at this time 
in order to produce the most profitable 
lambs. The ev.es should be In good 
thrifty condition. 


Not Much Grain Needed. 


It Is not necessary to feed a large 


amount of grain to breeding ewes 
which are receiving good, clean, mixed 
c'over and timothy hay, clover hay, or 
affalfa. 
Where bright corn fodder is 


available in conjunction with some 
leguminous feed very good results cau 
be obtained from feeding what the 
ewes will clean up nicely in the mid- 
dle of the day at one feed. 
When the 


breeding Hock is a little thin in con- 
dition a grain mixture of equal parts 
of corn, oats and bran by weight, fed 


Adequate Winter Protection Is Afford-

at the rate of one-fourth to one-half 
pound per head daily, will be found 
most satisfactory and

ing to United States Department of 
Agriculture specialists. 
They should 


be kept in a clean, dry place, wfcidi is 
dry overhead and underfoot and free 
from drafts. 
Plenty of exercise Is 


very important and the breeding ewes 
should be out every clear day. Where 
forages are fed and winter pastures 
are not available it will be found bene- 
ficial to spread the forage over the 
ground some distance from the shed, 
and as the ewes feed back and forth 
over it they will thus gain plenty of 
exercise. 


The flock which Is in good thrifty 


condition, properly housed and proper- 
ly fed. and receives adequate exercise, 
wlM lamb out much better and will 
cause the shepherd far less difficulty. 


APPLY STANDARDS PROPERLY 


Information Desired In This Connec-

By familiarizing themselves with the 


grain grades under the federal grain 
standards act. farmers can be sure 
when selling their miin that the stand- 
ards are being properly applied. Any 
information in this connection may be 
had by writing or visiting the nearest 
otfice of federal grain supervision. In 
case any person desires to check up 
his determination of the grade of the 
grain when no licensed grain inspector 
Is located in the community, he can 
mr.il n representative sample to the 
nearest licenced grain inspector and 
have it officially Inspected. The samp'e 
should be at least two quarts in size. 
While the grade applies to the sample 
only, the parties to a transaction in- 
volving the sale of grain at country 
points may agree that the grade of the 
sample will apply to the entire lot to 
be sold.

How Discovery of Prolific Gold Fielc» 


Was Made in Mysore, State 


of India. 


One of the world's most prolific gold 


fields at ihe present time is in the 
Kolar district (Mysore state) of India. 
Discovery of It was made In a curious 
way. 
In prosperous years, when the ^ods 


favored the valley with an ample har- 
vest of rice, grains of gold were found 
now and then on rice ears. This great- 
ly mystified the natives, who ascribed 
the gold to supernatural powers. 


What probably happened was that 


these grains, derhed from the gravelly 
soil, lodged on the young rice plants 
when they were being grown in mir- 
series (for subsequent transplantation 
to the fields) and flooded at Intervals 
with water. 
The strange occurrence, at first 


deemed supernatural, led to the discov- 
ery that-the gravels of the valley wer-» 
rich in gold, brought down from the 
mountains. Since then the Kolar dis- 
trict has contributed largely to the 
world's supply of the yellow metal.

One of the world’s most prolific gold 
fields at the present time .is in the 
Kolar district (Mysore state) of India.

In prosperous years, when the ¿ods 
favored the valley with an ample har­ 
vest of rice, grains of gold were found 
now and then on rice ears.

els more corn in 1018 than they harvested

Sec­ 
tions that formerly had never exported a carload 
of cattle, hogs, or sheep are now extensive pro­ 
ducers of mutton, beef, pork, wool, and dairy 
products. 
Families which formerly lived a drear 
life of meager existence are now not bnly enjoy­ 
ing plenty of the staples but also many of the 
lusvries of country life. 


How was that revolution effected? 
IIow was a 
mirage transformed into an actuality in the South­ 
land? 
The war presented the opportunity for re­ 
formation along agricultural lines due to the un­ 
limited 
demand 
on 
the American 
food 
store 
houses. 
The second reason is because the United 
States department of agriculture and the slat* 
agricultural colleges, through the medium of 1.5,‘19 
county agents, located in the 15 states from Tex­ 
as to Oklahoma and from Florida to Maryland, 
have been steadily urging farmers to increase 
crop production; to practice better farming meth­ 
ods; to maintain more live stock; and to produce 
in the South the majority of what food the South 
annually consumes, utilizing cotton as the leading 
surplus cash crop. 


Heretofore the South has been the Eden of the 
one-mule, one-negro cotton farming corporation. 
The negro farmers have raised cotton largely to 
the exclusion of all other money crops. 
Then 
they have “about faced” and converted their cot­ 
ton money into imported beans, bacon, and bread 
at the local supply stores. 
In view of this preva­ 
lent and traditional practice of buying instead of 
raising the bulk of food, the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture operated under severe handi­ 
cap when it began food work south of the Mason 
and Dixon line 


Great < redit is given to the coijnty agents, who 
have not, only shown Southern’ tanners in in 
States how to raise and produc.* vegetables, truck 
crops, field crops and meat products, but have 
been sin tvssiijl in getting the farmers to raise 
fcueh product- on a large scab*. 
Despite the fact 
thaf the record price of 
cotton 
has 
operated 
against the popularity of othei crops, the average 
funner backed up the food program. 
Southern 
farm ers and townsmen raised plenty of potatoes, 
as well as sorghum for sirup, in their home gar­ 
dens, 
The farmers increased their production of 
small grains, corn, hay, peanuts, velvet beans, 
soy beans, cowpcas, as well as meat, milk and 
eggs. 


For example, during 1018 Alnbanyi increased its 
production of potatoes (js per cent; cotton. HO per 
Cent; bay. 12 per cent * outs, 8 per c e n t; hogs. 21 
per cent; sheep. 10 per cent: and sweet potatoes, 
7 per cent, over the yields of 1017. 


The Soutli has been a heavy buyer of hay, the 
majority of her yearly forage coming from the 
Western states. 
The services of the Southern 
county agents have increased the local hay pro­ 
duction to the extent that 
Alabama 
produced 
1,203,000 tons of hay during the year 1018, as 
compared with l(KJ,ooo tons In 10O0. 
During the 
period from 1000 to 1018, Georgia increased hay 
production 420 per cent; North ('arolina. 183 per 
ceiii 
Florida, 302 per cent t and South Carolina, 
2.VJ per cent. 
According to recent crop estimates 
the h>potheiical value of the farm crops of Ala­ 
bama. Florida. Georgia Mississippi, North Caro­ 
lina. and South Carolina amounted to #830,233,- 
000 in 1000 and $2,100.300,«ujO in 3017. an increase 
of 250 per cent*

The razor-back liog has 
been traditional of the South since the Civil war, 
but of late years these naiive rustlers have been 
replaced by well-finished porkers of desirable con­ 
formation and breeding which are more econom­ 
ical in the manufacture of pork under Southern 
/Condition** than are the grain-fed hogs of the eorn 
frelt in middle Western territory, 


Recording to recent estimates by the bureau of 
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«rSPTW’HK ’A fiR lfT L T rR A L South of 
today is as different from tho 
Dixieland of 1010 as the indus­ 
trious and experienced hands of 
skilled agricultural workers can 
make it. 
A near miracle has 
been performed. 
Thousands of 
acres that were running wild 
and filth are now productive of profit- 
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crop estimates, there nre 05,000,000 hogs in the 
United Slates, of which 20,051,000 animals, or 45.5 
per cent, are on farms In the six corn belt states 
of Iowa, Illinois, Nebraska, Missouri, Indiana, and 
Ohio, while 21,756,000 porker§, or 33.4 per cent, 
are located 4n the 15 Southern states, and the 
remaining 21.1 per cent are distributed over the 
remaining 27 states of the Union. 
Under pres­ 
ent conditions the South ranks second only to the 
corn belt as the leading pork-producing section of 
the country. 
The remarkable fact about the 
growth of the hog business in the cotton states is 
that it has developed rapidly during the last live 
years as a direct result of the untiring efforts of 
county 
agents to 
popularize pork 
production. 
Climatically the South is the ideal live-stock' sec­ 
tion of this country and present indications are 
that it is en route to come into its own. 


Indicative of the rapid rise of the pork indus­ 
try, 17 counties of southern Alabama, although 
they did not ship to market a single carload of 
hogs during the year 1012-1013, marketed 2,352 
carloads of hogs during the period from April 1, 
1017, to April 1, 1018. 
Mississippi exported 7,244 
hogs in 1014, while in 1017 she disposed of 88,730 
fat porkers, an increase of 1,224 per cent. 
For 
the most part, the Southern hogs are developed 
inc pensively, on such forage crops as soy beans, 
peanuts, cowpcas, chtifas, potatoes, native grasses 
and clover, while corn is used as a finish feed to 
firm, compact and “blopm” the flesh to the desir­ 
able market quality. 


The hog supply has developed with the increase 
in corn production* In 1000 North Carolina raised 
84.000,000 bushels of corn, while in 101S it har­ 
vested (M.305,000 bushels and fattened 1,500.000 
hogs. 
Georgia produced approximately 20,475,000 
bushels more corn In 1018 than in 1000, and dur­ 
ing 1018 handled 2,507.000 hogs. 
Similarly in the 
case of the other Southern states, increased yields 
of corn and pork have been intimately related, 
while the exigencies of war-time production have 
speeded up the farmers and. largely in accord 
with high market values, have expedited 
pork 
manufacture. 
Similarly, as a rem it of greater 
hay production, more cattle have been kept in the 
South, 
In 1014 Mississippi marketed only 86,220 
fat cattle, while in 1016 it shipped 150,237 ani­ 
mals to the St. Louis market, an increase of 181 
j'cr - ent. 
During 1015 Mississippi fanners sold 
(i,N50 head of sheep In St. Louis, while in 1017 
tiny shipped 15,017 sheep to the same market, an 
increase of 232 per cent. 


Beports show 1,470.408 women actively engaged 
in regular and emergency war work in the South­ 
ern states during 1017, while 080.272 girls assisted 
along similar lines; a total of 2,600.213 women 
and girls worked to help win the war by garden­ 
ing. poultry production, canning and drying fruits, 
vegetables and meats, butter making and cheese 
making. 
Their achievements are partially pic­ 
tured in 200.000,000 cans of fruits and vegetables 
now awaiting consumption in Southern store­ 
rooms and ju ntries. Impartial opinion states that 
during the last 12 months the Southern states 
Jm\e canned and preserved 500 per cent more 
fruits and vegetables than in any similar period 
in the last half century. 


The 02.227 women enfelled in 3.812 Southern 
clubs recently Jiavo put up 34,003.677 cans of 
vegetable» and fruits worth o \e r $7,000.000, 
In 
addition they have prepared over 2,750 tons of 
diied 
uits and v e g e ta b le s, and brined, pickled 
and 
■ *red 500 additional tons of vegetables, The 
7(3,306 Southern girls engaged in 
regular club 
work raised and canned 8£82,000 cans of vege­ 
tables worth §1.500,000, as well as canning an ad­ 
ditional 3,063,000 containers of fruits and \ vegeta­ 
bles which they did not raise themselves. 


Boys* club work has also developed on an amaz­ 
ing scale because of the persevering and con­ 
scientious work of the county agents.

Gradually small letters instead of capitals were 
drawn for the words he recognized, and soon he 
know* that “dog” and “DO G ' meant the same. 
Small cards were used instead of bits of paper, 
the words being drawn at the top. Thus, step by 
step, he was taught tin appearance of words and 
letters, until one day his mother took him on her 
lap and read a simple story to him, pointing to 
each word, the appearance of which had already 
been impressed on his mind by the card system. 


This reading was continued for some time. 
Then one q\ ening his mother said, “ You read a 
story to father/* and the boy, pronouncing -each 
word without error, slowly, and with proper into­ 
nation, read six lines of simple words without a 
mistake.

31.375: poultry, 11,633; cot­ 
ton, 5,207; miscellaneous, 4,087; 
potatoes, 3,441; peanuts, 3,157; 
and grain sorghum, 2,126. These 
numbers were greatly increased 
during 1018, while an additional 
400,000 boys aided in emergency 
work. 
The average yield of corn 
of the boys-’ clubs was 47.07 bush­ 
els per acre. 
Thousands of pure­ 
bred pigs have been distributed 
among

pig-club 
members. 
The boys* club work is stimu­ 
lating the attendance of farm 
boys at agricultural colleges. In 
one Southern state, during 1917, 
218 club boys entered th e State Agricultural col­ 
lege. 


Under the supervision- of the Southern county 
agents, 303,723 adult farmers conducted farming 
demonstrations in 1017- the 101S figures are not 
yet available— on 501,720 acres of corn.

FEW HINTS BY SPECIALISTS 


Unfinished 
Wood Surfaces Absorb 


Grease and Dirt More Readily 
Than Those With Pores Filled 


—Covering for Kitchen. 


Wood forms a large percentage of 


the surfaces ihat must be cared for 
in a home. The following suggestions 
made by household specialists of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture are to help the 
housekeeper 


to preserve and keep in good condi- 
tion the wood, both in the interior of 
the house itself and in the furniture. 


Unfinished 
wood surfaces 
absorb 


grease and dirt more readily, are 
more likely to stain, and are harder 
to keep clean than those in which the 
pores of the wood 
are 
filled 
with 


varnish, oil, paint, or other finish. In 
general a house should contain as few 
unfinished wood surfaces as possible. 
In the kitchen, for example, labor may 
be saved by finishing or covering the 
floor, by covering the table with oH- 
cloth, linoleum, or zinc, and by paint- 
ing or varnishing the rest of the 
furniture. 


Scrubbing Unfinished Surfaces. 


Unfinished wood surfaces may be 


scrubbed with the grain of the wood, 
using small quantities of water and a 
mild «oap, rinsed with a cloth wrung 
out of clear water, and wiped dry. 
Strong soaps, alkalis, and too much 
water darken wood and may soften 
It. 
If the dirt cannot be removed 


with soap and water, a scourer, such 
as fine steel wood or powdered pumice 
may be used.

Specialists Outline Some Useful 


Canning Hints. 


Uniform Pressure May Be Maintained 


During Sterilizing Period by 


Manipulation of Gas or OH 


Flame or Moving Canner. 


To secure the best results In the 


operation of steam-pressure canners 
in canning In glass jars, the following 
precautions should be observed, say 
canning specialists of 
the 
United 


States Department of Agriculture. 


Place each jar in hot water or in the 


canner as soon as packed. 


Ha\e the water come to the plat- 


form, but not above It; add hot water 
occasionally to prevent its boiling dry 
before the lid is clamped down. 


Have the canner absolutely steam- 


tight. 


When the canner has been filled, 


fasten down the lid evenly and mod- 
erately tight; then tighten fully. 


Allow the petcock to remain open 


until live steam escapes from it; then 
close completely. 


Force the pressure to the required 


point before counting time. 


Maintain a uniform pressure during 


the sterilizing period. This may be 
done by turning down gas or oil flame 
or moving canner away from the hot- 
test part of the stove. 


Allow the canner to cool until the 


steam 
gauge registers zero 
before 


opening the petcock. 


Remove lid of canner very soon 


after steam gauge registers zero. 


Remove the jars from the canner 


and tighten the lids as soon as the 
canner is opened. 


Liquid will be lost from jars during 


the sterilizing period if steam leaks 
at the joint and around the fittings; 
if the pressure is allowed to fluctuate, 
as by running up to 12 pounds, down 
to seven pounds, and back to ten 
pounds; if steam is allowed to blow 
from the petcock during or at the 
close of the processing period; if a 
vacuum forms in the canner; or if

be bleached wltn oxalic-acid solution, 
which is poisonous. The wood should 
be covered thinly with the solution, 
allowed to dry, and tkon thoroughly 
washed until all traces of the acid are 
removed. 


If grease is spilled on unfinished 


wood, cold water should he applied 
at once, if possible, in order to hard- 
en the jrre:ise and prevent its spread- 
ing, then as much grease a«« possihle 
should he scraped off with a knife, 
and the spot scrubbed with a washing 
soda or lye solution. 
If the spot ap- 


pears dark, a paste made of fuller's 
earth and ^\ater should he spread over 
it and allowed to remain overnight. 


It is advisable to sv»eep oiled floors 


with a soft brush and dust them with 
a dry or oiled mop. Occasionally they 
may he washed and afterwards wiped 
with an oily cloth. 
Water should be 


used sparingly, and care taken to rub 
the oil in well and not to use so much 
that a surplus is left on the surface to 
hold dust and be tracked onto rugs. 


Varnished and shellacked surfaces 


should ordinarily be dusted clean with 
a soft brush or cloth ana polished with 
an oiled mop or soft cloth moistened 
with a few drops of light lubricating 
oil, lemon oil, or furniture polish. Rub 
in Avell the oil or polish and remove 
any surplus with a soft cloth. In gen- 
eral, varnished and shellacked surfaces 
should not be touched with water; 
however, if badly soiled they may be 
wiped with a cloth wrung; out of warm, 
slightly soapy water, wiped dry at 
once, and then polished, with oil. The 
appearance of badly worn, varnished 
woodwork may be improved by rub- 
bing it with a good grade of floor wax. 


Cleaning Waxed Surfaces. 


Waxed surfaces may be cleaned with 


a soft, dry duster, or. In the case of 
floors, a soft brush or a mop free from 
oil. The film of dirt and .wax which 
darkens the surface may be removed 
with a cloth wrung out of warm'soapy 
water, or, better, with one moistened 
with turpentine or gasoline; the latter 
nwhod brightens as well as cleans the 
Surface, 
whereas water dulls and 


whitens wax. Both turpentine and gas- 
oline are highly 
inflammable and 


should never be used in a room where 
there is a fire or% lighted lamp or can- 
dle. Where a waxed surface has been 
dulled by water the luster and color 
may be restored by nibbing with a 
warm Woolen cloth or a weighted 
brush. Many spots on waxed surfaces 
may be removed by nibbing with a lit- 
tle turpentine and refinlshlng with a 
Uttlft

TESTING STRENGTH OF CLOTK 


Plan Outlined for Determining Amount 


of Strain Material Will Stand— 


Examine Threads. 


To test the strength of a piece of 


material, place the ends of the thumbs 
together, holding the material between 
them and the first fingers; then pull 
first on the 
warp, or 
lengthwise, 


threads and then on the woof, or cross- 
wise, threads to see how much strain 
they will stand. 


In examining the raveled threads 


of a piece of cloth, notice how the 
warp threads compare in strength with 
the woof, or filling, threes. 
A fine 


warp will not stand the strain from a 
heavy filling thread, therefore mate- 
rials so woven are not so strong; 
neither are those which have a heavy 
cord woven in beside a very fine 
thread, as In the striped dimities and 
muslins. 


PLAN TO KEEP CRANBERRIES 


After Carefully Removing Soft Ones 


Place in Crock and Cover Ber- 


ries'With Water. 


Cranberries, after careful removal of 


the soft ones, may be kept if placed 
in a crock and covered with water.

The first presidential Thanksgiving 


proclamation was that of President 
Washington In 1789 on the occasion 
of the adoption of the Constitution, 
the day, curiously enough, being No- 
vember 26—the date of celebration of 
3863. This latter was the real fore- 
runner of our national Thanksgiving 
day. 
Occasional and special times of 


thanksgiving had often been appoint- 
ed by different Presidents, but the year 
1863, famous for its decisive national 
victories, marked also the beginning 
of the annual series of Thanksgiving 
days. 


The great victories of Gettysburg 


and Vicksburg were really the cause 
of Lincoln's proclamation, and his ex- 
ample has been followed by all his 
successors until the annual festival 
has become one of our national insti- 
tutions. 


The proclamation of 1863 was re- 


markable as the first of a series, ex- 
lending now over fifty years. 
It was 


also noticeable because it was the oc- 
casion of a thanksgiving hymn by the 
lamous Reverend Doc-tor Muhlenburg 
of St. Luke's hospital. New York city. 
He is well known as the author of the 
familiar hymn, "1 Would Not Live Al- 
vvay," and a poet of no small repute. 
Mr. Lincoln's glowing words met his 
'eye and struck a responsive chord in 
his heart. 
A noble Thanksgiving 


hymn was the result, a hymn which at 
the time was often sung, but Is now 
' comparatively forgotten. 
It was pub- 


lished with appropriate music, and 
even yet Is suitable for use on similar 
occasions. 


The hymn contains nine stanzas, 


with chorus, and takes up in order the 
various causes for thanksgiving men- 
tioned In Mr. Lincoln's proclamation. 
The original title was "Give Thanks 


. 
All Ye People," the first verse being 
as follows: 


Give thanks, all ye people, give tnanka 


to the Lord. 
Alleluias of freedom with Joyful accord 
Let the Bast and the West. North and 


South roll along. 
Sea, mountain and prairie, one thanks- 


giving song Chorus. 


Give thanks, all ye people, give thanks to 


Alleluias ofFfreedom, with Joyful accord. 


\s the hymn was suggested by Mr. 


Lincoln's call upon the nation to give 


thiuiks. Doctor Muhlenburg spoke of it 
as "Tho President's Hymn," hut would 
not permanently offer 
such 
a 
title 


without Mr. Lincoln's approval. 
Mr. 


Robert B. Minturn, a prominent mem- 
ber of Doctor Muhlenhurg's congrega- 
tion, was greatly pleased with 
the 


poem, and sent a copy to the President, 
with whom he was personally acquaint- 
ed, asking permission to name the 
hymn as the author desired. Mr. Lin- 
coln telegraphed back: "So let it be." 


In July, 18G5, Dr. Horace Busbnell 


published in "Hours at Home" an ar- 
ticle attacking the well-known hymn, 
"America." as an unworthy and really 
humiliating effusion—as a political an- 
them. Doctor Bushnell thus refers to 
Doctor Muhlenbuig's production: 


"The hymn and air that \\ere given 


to the public by Doctor Muhlenburg a 
short time'ago appear to have missed 
the accident of being fiiirly born, and 
for that reason have not succeeded.

The next known reference to this 


hymn occurs in connection with the 
observance of the fiftieth convocation 
of the- University of Illinois, on No- 
vember 20, 1913. The Alumni Quar- 
terly says: "Touches of the unusual 
were added to the exercises by the 
singing of a forgotten hymn, dedicated 
to Lincoln in 1SG3 b^ Reverend Doctor 
Muhlenburg 
The hymn, which had 


not previously been sung in public, was 
discovered by Professor Dodge in a 
contemporary issue of the New York 
Tribune."

h e o d o r e r o o s e v e l t was the 
most popular of nil our presi­ 
dents. 
With the exception of Lincoln, 
his was the raciest, the most, interest­ 
ing character that we have had in 
the presidency. 


Yet he was horn apart from the mul­ 
titude whom he led and he might have 
lived and died a sthinger to the masses 
of his countrymen but for one thing: 
He had not the health to enjoy the 
life of ease which opened to him at his

birth. Roosevelt had to fight for his 
very breath In his gasping, asthmatic 
childhood. 


Finally he 
took a 
post-graduate 
course in physical culture in the wild 
West, where the “four-eyed tenderfoot” 
had to light the battle of his youth all 
over again, in a strange world, with 
entirely different standards for meas­ 
uring men. 


Roosevelt cut his eye teerli in polit­ 
ical leadership in the corrupt ma­ 
chine-run legislature of New York. He 
could not have chosen a more thor­ 
ough school for instruction in the hid­ 
den, muddy springs of parties and pol­ 
itics. 
His experience at Albany put 
realism into his Idealism and made 
the academic reformer over Into the 
most intensely practical politician we 
hav^ had In the presidency. 
# 


He decided at the outset to act In 
each oiHce as if it was to bo the last 
that he ever would get, and for nearly 
15 yearn after ho left the legislature, 
Roosevelt 
could 
not 
have 
been 
elected to anything in the boss-ridden 
state of New York. 
For a long time 
he was “shelved” on the civil service 
commission at Washington, until a re­ 
form mayor of New York appointed 
him on the four-headed police commis­ 
sion ; but it was soon single-headed so 
far ms the public could see, and that 
head was full of teeth for police graft­ 
ers and lawbreakers. 
At thirty-eight 
tbs most he could ask of tlio Repub­ 
lican politicians, with any hope of get­ 
ting it, was the assistant secretaryship 
of the navy. The entire administration 
sighed with relief when at last he went 
off to lead his Rough Riders, 


In five months he was back from 
Cuba in the far more troublesome role 
of a popular hero, *The New York ma­ 
chine was In such sure need of a good 
name to pul] it through the pending 
election that it met him At the wharf 
and humbly laid at his feet the Repub 


A 
T the crackling of a twig in the 
still depths of the Adirondack 
mountains Roosevelt turned to see a 
guide coming out of the ,woods v ith 
the unexpected news that McKinley’s 
condition 
was 
worse. Although 
he 
hastened to Buffalo, the president had 
died 13 hour» before the vice president 
arrived. 


At the outset of Roosevelt’s ad­ 
ministration a fearful citizen begged 
the rough rider not to permit his fight­ 
ing spirit to plunge the country into an 
international war. 
“What I” the pres­ 
ident exclaimed. “A war, and I cooped 
up here in the White House? Never I” 


Many forgot the first half of the 
old motto that Roosevelt made his own. 
“Speak softly and carry a big stick.” 
No man evc-r had a simpler faith in 
the eillcacy of first “talking it over,” 
iran 
fashion, 
with 
an 
adversary, 
whether a senator or an ambassador. 


The meddlesome German kaiser was 
the earliest to feel the “big stick” to 
see if it was only stuffed with straw 
Germany and a Tory government of 
England were on the point of seizing 
territory as a security for some claims 
against , Venezuelan 
citizens, 
when 
Roosevelt succeeded in dissuading Eng 
land from such a step, but he failed 
to induce Germany to arbitrate the 
matter. 
Thereupon he told the Ger­ 
man ambassador that unless the Berlin 
government consented to arbitration 
in ten days, he would send Admiral 
Dewey to stop the Germans from land­ 
ing in Venezuela. 
The ambassador 
protesting that the kaiser could not 
bacjc down now, Roosevelt replied that 
he was not arguing with him but was 
simply telling him what would happen. 


After waiting a week without an 
answer from Berlin, he told the am­ 
bassador that he was going to cut the 
limit to nine days and that unless 
Germany agreed in 4S hours to arbi­ 
trate, Dewey would sail. 
In 8G hours 
the ambassador came back with a 
message announcing that Germany con­ 
sented, 


In good time, Roosevelt employed 
the Intluence of his unique position 
before the world to bring to an end 
the 
Russo-Japanese 
war. 
Shrewdly 
choosing the right moment to step In, 
he appealed to the two belligerents 
with a common sense and a simple 
directness that a friend would use in 
bringing together two quarreling neigh­ 
bors. Afterward lie steered the peace 
conference at Portsmouth against its 
will steadily toward a peace of recon­ 
ciliation, an Impatient Russian declar­ 
ing that his? “steel wrist” hammered 
out a treaty that neither of the powers 
wanted at that time and that “the ter­

—was capable of locking the conferees 


Wood forms a large percentage of 
the surfaces ihat must be cared for 
in a home. The following suggestions 
made by household specialists of the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture are to help the housekeeper 
to preserve and keep in good condi­ 
tion the wood, both in the interior of 
the house itself and in the furniture. 


Unfinished 
wood 
surfaces 
absorb 
grease and dirt more readily, are 
more likely to stain, and are harder 
to keep clean than those in which the 
pores of the wood 
are 
filled 
with 
varnish, oil, paint, or other finish. In 
general a house should contain as few 
unfinished wood surfaces as possible. 
In the kitchen, for example, labor may 
be saved by finishing or covering the 
floor, by covering the table with oH- 
cloth, linoleum, or zinc, and by paint­ 
ing or varnishing the rest of the 
furniture. 


Scrubbing Unfinished Surfaces. 


Unfinished wood surfaces may be 
scrubbed with the grain of the wood, 
using small quantities of water and a 
mild soap, rinsed with a cloth wrung 
out of clear water, and wiped dry. 
Strong soaps, alkalis, and too much 
water darken wood and may soften 
It. 
If the dirt cannot be removed 
with soap and water, a scourer, such 
as tine steel wood or powdered pumice 
may be used.

To secure the best results in the 
operation 
of steam-prcssure canners 
in canning fn glass jars, the following 
precautions should be observed, say 
canning 
specialists 
of 
the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


Place each jar in hot water or in the 
canner as soon ris packed. 


Have the water come to the plat­ 
form, but not above It; add hot water 
occasionally to prevent its boiling dry 
before the lid is clamped down. 


Have the canner absolutely steam- 
tight. 


When the canner has been filled, 
fasten down the lid evenly and mod­ 
erately tight; then tighten fully. 


Allow the petcock to remain open 
until live steam escapes from it; then 
close completely. 


Force the pressure to the required < 
point before counting time. 


Maintain a uniform pressure during 
the sterilizing period. This may be 
done by turning down gas or oil flame 
or moving canner away from the hot­ 
test part of the stove. 


Allow the canner to cool until the 
steam 
gauge 
registers zero before 
opening the petcock. 


■Remove lid of canner very soon 
after steam gauge registers zero. 


Remove the jars from the canner 
and tighten the lids as soon as the 
canner is opened. 


Liquid will be lost from jars during 
the sterilizing period if steam leaks 
at the joint and around the fittings; 
if the pressure is allowed to fluctuate, 
as by running up to 12 pounds, down 
to seven pounds, and back to ten 
pounds; if steam is allowed to blow 
from the petcock during or at the ' 
close of the processing period; if a 
vacuum forms in the*'canner; or if 
the wire bales on the glass-top jars 
are so loose that they will not go in 
with a snap.

The wood should 
be covered thinly with the solution, 
allowed to dry, and tl*<m thoroughly 
washed until all traces of the acid are 
removed. 


If grease is spilled on unfinished 
wood, cold water should be applied 
at once, if possible, in order to hard­ 
en the grease and prevent its spread­ 
ing, then as much grease as possible 
should be scraped off with a knife, 
and the spot scrubbed with a washing 
soda «or lye solution. 
If the spot ap­ 
pears dark, a paste made of fuller’s 
earth and water should be spread over 
It and allowed to remain overnight. 


It is advisable to sweep oiled floors 
with a soft brush and dust them with 
a dry or oiled mop. Occasionally they 
may be washed and afterwards wiped 
with an oily cloth. 
Water should be 
used sparingly, and care taken to rub 
the oil in well and not to use so much 
that a surplus is left on the surface to 
hold dust and be tracked onto rugs. 


Varnished and shellacked surfaces 
should ordinarily be dusted clean with 
a soft brush or cloth and polished with 
an oiled mop or soft clotb moistened 
with a few drops of light lubricating 
oil, lemon oil, or furniture polish. Rub 
In Avell the oil or polish and remove 
any surplus with a soft cloth. In gen* 
era!, varnished and shellacked surfaces 
should not be touched with water; 
however, if badly soiled they may be 
wiped with a cloth wrung out of warm, 
slightly soapy water, wiped flry at 
once, and then polished, with oil. The 
appearance of budly worn, varnished 
woodwork may be improved by rub­ 
bing it with a good grade of floor wax. 


Cleaning Waxed Surfaces. 


Waxed surfaces may be cleaned with 
a soft, dry duster, or, In the case of 
floors, a soft brush or a mop free from 
oil.

TESTING STRENGTH OF CLOTH 


Plan Outlined for Determining Amount 
of Strain Material Will Stand— 
Examine Threads. 


To test the strength of a piece of 
material, place the ends of the thumbs 
together, holding the material between 
them and the first fingers; then pull 
first 
on 
the wrarp, 
or 
lengthwise, 
threads and then on the woof, or cross­ 
wise, threads to see how much strain 
they will stand. 


In examining the raveled threads 
of a piece of cloth, notice how the 
warp threads compare in strength with 
the woof, or filling, threads. 
A fine 
warp will not stand the strain from a. 
heavy filling thread, therefore mate­ 
rials so woven are not so strong; 
neither are those which have n heavy 
cord woven In beside a very fine 
thread, as Jn the striped dimities and 
muslins.

Thanksgiving Hymn 
Well Liked at Birth 
But Now Forgotten 


The first presidential Thanksgiving 
proclamation was that of President 
Washington In 1789 on the occasion 
of the adoption of the Constitution, 
the day, curiously enough, being No­ 
vember 26—the date of celebration of 
3863. 
This latter was the real fore­ 
runner of our national Thanksgiving 
day. 
Occasional and special times of 
thanksgiving had often been appoint­ 
ed by different Presidents, but the year 
1863, famous for its decisive national 
victories, marked also the beginning 
of the annual series of Thanksgiving 
days. 


The great victories of Gettysburg 
and Vicksburg were really the cause 
of Lincoln’s proclamation, and his ex­ 
ample has been followed by all his 
successors until the annual festival 
has become one of our national insti­ 
tutions. 


The proclamation of 1863 was re­ 
markable as the first of a series, ex­ 
tending now over iifty years. 
It was 
also noticeable because it was the oc- 
ruslon of a thanksgiving hymn by the 
famous Reverend Doctor Muhlenburg 
of St. Luke’s hospital, New York city. 
.He is well known as the author of the 
familiar hymn, “I Would Not Live Al­ 
w ays and a poet of no small repute. 
Mr. Lincoln’s glowing words met his 
'eye and struck a responsive chord in 
his heart. 
A noble Thanksgiving 
hymn was the result, a hymn which at 
the time was often sung, but Is now 
comparatively forgotten. 
It was pub­ 
lished with appropriate music, and 
even yet Is suitable for use on slrpilar 
occasions. 


The hymn contains 
nine 
stanzas, 
with chorus, and takes up in order the 
various causes for thanksgiving men­ 
tioned In Mr. Lincoln’s proclamation. 
The original title was “Give Thanks 
All Ye People,” the first verse being 
as follows: 


Give thanks, all ye people, *ive thanks 
to the Lord, 


Alleluias of freedom with joyful accord; 
Let the Bast and the West. North and 
South roll along, 


Sea, mountain and prairie, one thanks­ 
giving song 


Chorus 


Give thanks, all ye people, give thanks to 
the Lord, 


Alleluias of freedom, with joyful accord. 


As the hymn was suggested by Mr. 
Lincoln’s call upon the nation to give 


thanks, Doctor Muhlenburg spoke of It 
as “The President’s Hymn,” hut would 
not permanently offer 
such 
a 
title 
without Mr. Lincoln’s approval. 
Mr. 
Robert B, Minturn, a prominent mem­ 
ber of Doctor Muhlenburg’s congrega­ 
tion, was greatly pleased with 
the 
poem, and sent a copy to the President, 
with whom he was personally acquaint­ 
ed, asking permission to name the 
hymn as the author desired. Mr. Lin­ 
coln telegraphed back: “So let it be.” 
In July, 13G5, Dr. Horace Bushnell 
published in “Hours at Home” an ar­ 
ticle attacking the well-known hymn, 
“America.” as an unworthy and really 
humiliating effusion—as a political an­ 
them. 
Doctor Bushnell thus refers to 
Doctor Muhlenburg’s production: 


“The hymn and air that were given 
to the public by Doctor Muhlenburg a 
short time* ago appear to have missed 
the accident of being fairly born, and 
for that reason have not succeeded. 
The want of good accident here is fa­ 
tal, but the hymn has real merit. 
It 
was too long and Included three or

four verses that could have been omit­ 
ted with advantage. 
Otherwise it 
might have stuck and would have had 
a fair chance of success; for the mu­ 
sic, which we know only by the eye, 
and never heard in a public perform­ 
ance, appeared to have a look of prom­ 
ise.“ 


The next known reference to this 
hymn occurs in connection with the 
observance of the fiftieth convocation 
of the* University of Illinois, on No­ 
vember 20, 1913. 
The Alumni Quar­ 
terly says: 
“Touches of the unusual 
were added to the exercises by the 
singing of a forgotten hymn, dedicated 
to Lincoln In 18(53 by Reverend Doctor 
Muhlenburg. 
The hymn, which had 
not previously been sung in public, wus 
discovered by Professor Dodge in a 
contemporary issue of the New York 
Tribune.“

was a Hanover paper bearing the date 
Nov, 9, 1920, and the other a Phila- 
delphia newspaper of Aug. 16, last. 
Apparently an offorti was made to 
cremate tho body for the papers were 
slightly burned and a bole had been 
burned in the cJoth in which the in- 
fant was placed. 
The right shoulder 
of the baby and part of the back 
were slightly burned. 
It ig presumed 
that 
when 
the flames reached the 
cloth, which was m> doubt damp from 
itfe contact with the new-born child, 
they died out and the work of crema- 
tion was halted. 


The littto body was fomn^ by a 
small boy, Grerald Liippy, sged about 
S years. 
He reported his find to Jus- 
tice Sell, who notified District Attor- 
ney ftochow, who immediately notifi-ad 
Coronej* McConkey and directed that 
an investigation be made. 
The Coro- 
ner came to Hanover Saturday after- 
noon and took possessionof tbs body. 
On Satui-day, Coroner McConkey em- 
panelled a jury to hear whatever tes- 
timony other evidence might be pro- 
duced to h'3lp clear the mystery. 
The 
next meeting of 'the jury will be held 
at. the call of Foreman J. Irvine Tho- 
mas. 
Following the empanelling of 
the jury a post-mortem was conducted 
by Dr. Robert h. Ellis, pathologist of 
the York hospital. 
In his opinion^the 
child was 
dead when born. - Tests 
made failed to show any air on its 
lungs.

Because his two pals, ^ man and a 
w%man, said that he was "yellow" and 
had lost his . nerve. Earl Garrett, one 
of a party of three believed to have 
robbed the Hilton 
post 
ofiios near 
Rochester, N. Y., was dumped on the 
streets of Gettysburg 
early 
Friday 
moiming from a Hudson sedan. 
Ac- 
companying Garrett in his unconven- 
tional descent from the car was Rob- 
ert Conklin, driver, v/ho for tbroa days 
had drifven the party of alleged burg- 
lars 
from 
Rochester' to Gettysburg. 
This situation is described by Conk- 
lin himself who is responsible for the 
fact that Garrett is now in thé Adams 
county jail and that private William 
Lewis, a member of the state constab- 
ulary 
detachment, 
Gettysburg, 
is 
working on the case to substantiate 
the story of Conklin. 


About three days previous, accord- 
ing to Conklin, he was approached in 
Rochester by two men, Earl GaiTett 
and Charles Duffy, and a woman, Peg- 
gy Harris, and hired ostansibly for a 
pleasure trip. 
In a short time, how- 
ever, Conklin says be found out that 
he had joined a band of thieves who 
went to Hilton and broke into tlie 
post ofilce. Atler driving thru New 
York and Pennsylvania the party ar- 
ri\-i2d in Gettysburg where a quarrel 
arose between the two alleged crooks. 
As the result Garrett was fiung from

floor coming out at the stove. 


Cars should be carefully lined with 
paper.

The meddlesome German kaiser was 
the earliest to feel the "big stick" to 
see if it was only stuiTed with straw, 
Germany and a Tory government of 
England were on the point of seizing 
territory as a security for some claims 
against , Venezuelan 
citizens, 
when 
Roosevelt succeeded iu dissuading Eng- 
land from such a step, but he failed 
to induce Germany to arbitrate 
the 
matter. 
Thereupon he told the Ger- 
man ambassador that unless the Berlin 
government consented 
to 
arbitration 
in ten days, he would send Admiral 
Dewey to stop the Germans from land- 
ing in Venezuela. 
The ambassador 
protesting that the kaiser could not 
bacjc down now, Roosevelt replied that 
he was not arguing with him but was 
simply telling him what would happen. 


After waiting a \veek without an 
answer from Berlin, he told the am- 
bassador that he was going to cut the 
limit to uine days and that 
unless 
Germany agreed in 4S hours to arbi- 
trate. Dewey would sail. 
In 30 hours 
the ambassador 
came back with

message announcing that Germany con- 
sented. 


In good time, Roosevelt 
employed 
the infiuence of his unique position 
before the world to bring to an end

Russo-Japanese 
war.

he appealed to the two belligerents 
with a common sense and a simple 
directness that a friend would use In 
bringing together two quarreling neigh- 
bors.

Wood forms a large percentage of 
the surfaces Jbat must be cared for 
In a home.

In 
general a house should contain as few 
unfinisijod wood surfaces as possible. 
In the kitchen, for example, labor may 
be saved by finishing or covering the 
floor, by covering the table with oH- 
cloth, linoleum, or zinc, and by paint- 
ing or varnishing

furniture. 


Scrubbing Unfinished Surfaces. 


Unfinished wood surfaces may be 
scrubbed with the grain of the wood, 
using small qujuitities of water and a 
mild Koap, rinsed with a cloth wrung 
out of clear water, and wiped dry. 
Strong soaps, alkalis, and too mucli 
water darken wood and may soften 
I t 
If the dirt cannot be removed 
with soap and water, a scourer, sucli 
as fine steel wood or powdered pumice 
may be us'ed.

To secure the best results In the 
operation 
of 
steam-pressure canners 
In canning in glass jars, the following 
precautions should be observed, say 
canning 
specialists 
of

United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


Place each Jar In hot water or In the 
canner as soon ris packed. 


Have the water come to the plat- 
form, but not above k ; add hot water 
occasionally to prevent its boiling dry 
before the Hd is clamped down. 


Have the canner absolutely steam- 
tight. 


When the canner has been 
filled, 
fasten down the lid evenly and mod- 
erately tight; then tighten fully. 


Allow the petcock to reniain open 
until live steam escapes from it; then 
close completely. 


Force the pressure to the required » 
point before counting 
time. 


Maintain a uniform pressure during 
the sterilizing period. This may be 
done by turning down gas or oil fiame 
or moving canner away from the hot- 
test part of the stove. 


Allow the canner to cool until the 
steam 
gauge 
registers 
zero 
before 
opening the petcock. 


lioraove lid of canner very 
soon 
after steam gauge registers zero. 


Remove the jars from the canner 
and tighten the lids as soon as the 
canner is opened. 


Liquid will be lost from jars during 
the sterilizing period if steam leaks 
at the joint and around tiie 
fittings; 
If the pressure is allowed to 
fluctuate, 
as by running up to 12 pounds, down 
to seven pounds, and back 
to 
ten 
pounds; if steam is allowed to blow 
from the petcock during or at 
the 
close of. the processing period; If a 
vacuum forms in the*'canner; or if 
the wire bales on the glass-top jars 
are so loose that they will not go in 
with a snap.

Thanksgiving Hymn 
Well Liked at Birth 
But Now Forgotten 


The first presidential 
Thanksgiving 
proclamation 
was 
that 
of 
President 
Washington In 1789 on the oopasion 
of the adoption oí the Constitution, 
the day, curiously enough, being No- 
vember 26—the date of celebration of 
1863, 
This latter was the real fore- 
runner of our national 
Thnnlisgiving 
day. 
Occasional and special times of 
thanksgiving had often been appoint- 
ed by different Presidents, but the year 
1863, famous for Its decisive national 
victories, marked also the beglriiiing 
of the annual series of Thanksgiving 
days. 


The great victories of 
Gettysburg 
and Vlcksburg were really the cause 
of Lincoln's proclamation, and his ex- 
ample has been followed by all 
his 
successors 
until 
the annual 
festival 
has become one of our national Insti- 
tutions. 


The proclamation of 1863 was re- 
markable as the first of a series, ex- 
tending now over iifty years. 
It was 
aJso noticeable because it was the oc- 
casion of a thanksgi,vlng hymn by the 
famous Reverend Doctor Muhlenburg 
of St. Luke's hospital, New York city. 
.He is well known as the author of the 
familiar hymn, 
Would Not Live AI- 
way," and a poet of no small repute. 
Mr. Lincoln's glowing words met his 
'(rye and struck a responsive chord In 
his 
heart 
A noble 
Thanksgiving 
hymn was the result, a hymn which at 
the time was often sung, but Is now 
^ comparatively forgotten. 
It was pub- 
lished 
with 
appropriate 
music, 
and 
even yet Is suitable for use on slrpilar 
occasions. 


The hymn contains 
nine 
stanzas, 
with chorus, and takes up in order the 
various causes for thanksgiving men- 
tioned In Mr. Lincoln's proclamation. 
The original title was "Give Thanks 
All Ye People," the first verse being 
as follows: 


Give thanUs, all ye people, give thanks 


to tiie Lord, 
Alleluias of freedom with Joyful accord; 
Let the Bast and the West, North and 


öouih roll along, 
ßea, mountam and prairie, one thanks- 
giving song Chorus 


Give thanks, all ye people, give thanks to 
the L/ord, 


Alleluias of freedom, with joyful accord. 


As the hymn was suggested by Mr. 
Lincoln's call upon the nation to give 


thinks. Doctor Muhlenburg spoke of it 
as "The President's Hymn," hut would 
hot permanently offer 
such 
a 
title 
without Mr. Lincoln's approval. 
Mr. 
Robert B. MInturn, a prominent mem- 
ber of Doctor Muhlenburg's congrega- 
tion, was greatly 
pleased 
with 
the 
poem, and sent a copy to the President, 
with whom he was personally acquaint- 
ed, 
asking 
permission 
to name 
the 
hymn as the Kuthor desired. 
Mr. Lin- 
coln telegraphed back: 
"So let it be." 


In July, 1SG5,' Dr. Horace Bushnell 
published in "Hours at Home" an ar- 
ticle attacking the well-known hymn, 
"America," as an unworthy and really 
humlllutlng effusion—as a political an- 
them. 
DiH'tor Bushnell thus refers to 
Doctor Muhlenburg's production: 


"The hymn and air that were given 
to the public by Doctor Muhlenburg a 
short time'ago appear to have missed 
the accident of being fairly born, and 
for that reason have not 
succeeded. 
The want of good accident here Is fa- 
tal, but the hymn has real merit. 
It 
was too long and Included three or 


a f f i l i

four verses that could have been omit- 
ted 
with 
advantage. 
Otherwise 
It 
might have stuck and would have had 
a fair chance of success; for the mu- 
sic, which we know only by the eye, 
and never heard In n public perform- 
ance. appeared to haven look of prom- 
ise." 


The next known reference to this 
hymn occurs in connection 
with the 
observance of the Uftleth convocation 
of 4he- llnlversliy of Illinois, on No- 
vember 20, 1913. 
The Alumni Quar- 
terly says: 
"Touches of the unusual 
were added to the exercises by the 
singing of il forgotten hymn, dedicated 
to Lincoln In 1S(53 Ijy Ueverend Doctor 
Muhlmburg. 
The hymn, which 
had 
not previously been sung In public, was 
discovered by ProfesNor Dodge In a 
contemporary Issue of the New York 
Tribune."
